Columbus, Nov. 21.—Regardless of 


what decision the supreme court gives 
on the question of vhetner the secre- 
tary of state has authority to order a 
recount of ballots on the home rule 
and prohibition amendments, argued 
before the court yesterday, indications 
today were that further action may toe 
brought in that court to determine 
further legal points connected with 
the submission of the amendments. 


It was intimated by dry leaders here 


today that if the supreme court holdsn 
no statute gives thp secretary of state 
authority to consider charges of fraud 
In counting ballots, and subsequently 
to order ballots recounted, the secre- 
tary's authority for even submitting 
the amendments to the people original- 
ly, will be questioned by another suit 
in the supreme court. Wayne B. 
Wheeler, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon league, refused to confirm the 
report of further contemplated action. 


In arguing before the court yester- 


day, on the Anti-Saloon league's suit 
to mandamus Secretary Graves to or- 
der a recount in Hamilton, Cuyahoga, 
Lucas and Franklin counties, Mr. 
Wheeler 
admitted thpt there is no 


statute which explicitly gives the sec- 
retary of state power to consider 
charges of fraud in counting of bal- 
lots, or to demand recount. He held, 
however, that this authority was im- 
plied by the legal provision that the 
secretary of state shall publish th« 
accurate results of a statewide elec- 
tion. If he must publish an accurate 
report, he must have means of inves- 
tigating and discovering 
what the 


true results are, if mistakes in the 
count are charged. This was the sub- 
stance of Mr. Wheeler's contention of 
implied power. 


Now if the court refuses the writ of 


mandamus, and holds the secretary of 
state may act only as statutes speci- 
fically enjoin him to act. the anti- 
liquor forces may bring another suit 
to determine by what risht he submit- 
ted tbe amendment*. They maintain 
there Is no law which provides ma- 
chinery for submitting amendments 
initiated and submitted directly to the 
people, without first 
being consid- 


ered by the legislature. The conten- 
tion in tbe possible new action will be 
that tbe legislature provided means of

New Haven, Conn., Xov. 21.—The 


contest of the season on eastern foot- 
ball fields, the Harvard-Yale classic, 
was staged here today before a gigan- 
tic assembly as the dedicatory game of 
the new Yale bowl. 


More than seventy thousand ardent 


•followers of the game filled to the 
brim this latest and greatest of ath- 
letic arenas for the championship con- 
test of 1914. It was a record crowd, 
bubbling 
over 
with 
intercollegiate 


rivalry and enthusiasm, as well as 
eagerness for what was 
anticipated 


would prove the last word in football 
strategy. Har\ard was a slight favor- 
ite before the struggle began, al- 
though the improvement in tbe condi- 
tion of the 
field after 
Thursday's 


storm narrowed the odds to- nearly 
even monej. 


The forenoon weather conditions 


*ere entirely favorable tor good foot- 
ball. The sky was clear and a light 
northwest breeze was 
puffing down 


from the Connecticut hills. It was 
snapping cold and the ground in the 
bowl was like asphalt early in the day. 


The forenoon was spent in welcom- 


flig the crowd to New Haven. 


The gathering of so great a multi- 


tude, numbering nearly two full army 
corps, occupied practically th,ree days, 
yet nine-tenths of those 
who came 


planned to leave within a few hours 
after the final whistle. The skirmish 
line reached Yale precincts on Thurs- 
day, the \anguard marched in yester- 
day afternoon and last night and to- 
day the main army stormed 
New 


Haven. The city quickly capitulated, 
and especially the storekeepers, hotel 
and restaurant proprietors, and flower 
venders.

The German cruiser Scharnhorst, of 11,600 tons and a speed of twenty knots, led the Germans in the 


naval battle off the Chilian coast Nov. 1, when the British cruisers Good Hope and Monmouth were sunk. 
This is a part of the report made by Captain Luce of the cruiser Glasgow to the British admiralty from Rio 
de Janeiro, where his vessel is being repaired: 


"The enemy, who had turned south, was now in a single line ahead and about twelve miles distant. The 


Scharnhorst and Gneisenau were in the lead. 
At 6:18 the speed was ordered up to seventeen knots and the 


flagship signalled to the Canopus, 'Am going to attack the enemy now.' 


"At 7:30 the enemy opened fire at 12,000 yards, followed in quick succession by the Good Hope, the 


Monmouth, and the Glasgow. The two squadrons, uere now converging, each ship engaging the opposite 
number in the line. 
The growing darkness and the hazy spray of the head sea made firing difficult, par- 


ticularly for the mam deck guns of the Good Hope and Monmouth. 


"It was now quite dark and both sides continued firing at flashes of the opposing guns. The Monmouth 


was badly down by the bow and turned away to get her stern to the sea, signalling the Glasgow to that ef- 
fect."

Paris, Nov. 21.—The official com- 


munication given out in Paris this 
afternoon reads as follows:

Nevertheless, it is 
apparent that the two armie* are fac- 
ing each other and waiting for the 
next move in what may prove to be 
one of the most decisive battles ot 
the eastern campaign. 


A week ago toe oennijiu irera re- 
treating from IvHrMw. ¥ney tnrwsd 
at bay on reaching the territory con- 
trolled by their own strategic rail- 
road system, and brushing aside the 
Russian cavalry, they began to push 
back the army of Emperor Nicholas 
until a position between the Vistula 
and the Warta was reached. This is 
the point where the experts predicted 
that the Germans would make their 
stand on the retreat from Warsaw. 
Now the inoccupation of this line 
probably will mean that the second 
phase of the Polish campaign will 
proceed on the more or less expected 
lines. 


The cold weather Is having its ef-
